Retailers Warned Of 
Price Posting Deadline 


Dwight T. Baptist, Dis- 
trict Director of Internal 
Revenue Service, today 
warned allretailersin Ala- 
bama that Price Commis- 
sion regulations require 
them to post their base 
prices before January 2, 
1972, Under these regu- 
lations every retailer must 
display his base prices 
prominently in each de- 
partment in his place of 
business making this in- 
formation openly available 
to the public, 

Those items for which 
base prices must be post- 
ed are determined by the 
retailers’ total sales in 
their last fiscal year; 

Less than $100,000, 
Those 40 items that had 
the largest dollar sales 
volume during their last 
fiscal year, or those items 
that accounted for at least 
50 percent of total dollar 
sales during that year, 
whichever is less, These 
retailers may consider 
themselves as a single de- 
partment for the purpose 
of the base prices posting 
requirement, 

More than $100,000, 
Those items in each de- 
partment that had the high- 
est sales volume during 
the last fiscal year, or 
those items that account- 
ed for at least 50 per- 
cent of total dollar sales 


in each department during 
that year, whichever is 
less, In addition, these 
retailers must post base 
prices on all of their food 
products which are not ex- 
empt from price regula- 
tions, 

The important point for 
retailers to remember, 
Mr. Baptist said, is that 
base prices must be post- 
ed prominently in each de- 
partment where the items 
for sale are displayed, 
Prices are not considered 
to be displayed ‘‘promin- 
ently’” if a shopper can 
obtain access only through 
requesting base price in- 
formation from the re- 
tailer or one of his em- 
ployees,

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
IMPROVEMENT URGED 


Improvement of vocational 


education programs in the 
nation's schools was urged by 
the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 


In a recent statement filed 
with the General Subcommit- 
tee on Education of the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor, the NAM said that 
there are “too few good pro- 
grams” specifically designed 
to meet manpower and stu- 
dent requirements. It said 
substantial improvements are 
needed if vocational educa- 
tion is to be effective. The 
NAM also said that: 

* Secondary vocational ed- 
ucation students could be 
served better by programs 
which integrate both aca- 
demic and occupational train- 
ing into a total environment 
education, 

* The diverse educational 
and occupational needs of 
vocational education stu- 
dents could be satisfied better 
by a broader, more flexible 
range of programs. 

¢ Systematic and_ stand- 
ardized methods of evaluat- 
ing programs based on results 
(job placement) should be 
utilized, 

The NAM noted four fac- 
tors which explain the ina- 
bility of secondary vocational 
education to attract large 
numbers of high school 
students: 

¢ The current social em- 
phasis on a voilege degree, 

¢ Students’ view of some 
jobs as menial, dirty and in 
general undesirable, 

¢ The higher cost of some 
vocational education pro- 
grams compared with aca- 
demic education. 

The NAM also noted that 
the effectiveness of vocational 


education is hampered by the 
lack of student familiarity 
with the world of work, the 


lack of program 
and limited 


flexibility

The question is whether the 
state has authority to use police 
power to require one to protect 
himself from himself, where 
what he is doing is not in any 
way affecting anyone other than 
himself. There appears to be no 
basis for a state’s claiming such 
authority. 

We know that under the Ninth 
and Fourteenth Amendments to 
the Constitution, the people re- 
serve to themselves the right of 
privacy. In a recent Supreme 
Court case, the court said that 
even though the governmental 
purpose be legitimate and sub- 
stantial, the purpose cannot be 
pursued by means that broadly 
stifle fundamental personal lib- 
erties when the end can be more 
narrowly achieved. 

The sole purpose of the re- 
quirement of crash bars on mo- 
torcycles is the protection of 
the cyclist after he has been 
involved in an accident, so as 
to Keep the motorcycle from 
landing on his leg or other por- 
tions of his body. This has noth- 
ing to do with the safe opera- 


tion of a motorcycle 


Park Avenue 


In fact, crash bars protruding 
from the side of a motorcycle 
f be a hazard. These bars 
have been known to catch onto 
higher than the pave- 
ments, causing serious injury to 
riders. Motorcycles are used in 
the woods and fields where these 
crash bars constitute an extreme 
hazard, because they are liable 
to be caught on stumps and un- 
derbrush which the cycle would 
miss if it were not equipped 
with crash bars 

As attorney William Badgett 
put it in his brief to the Supreme 
Court, “If this legislation were 
constitutional, the state could 
prescribe every element of dress 
of a person who rides a motor- 
cycle, or for that matter who 
rides in an automobile, suppos- 
edly to protect him from the 
consequences of a wreck.” 

We hope the Supreme Court 
will agree with Mr. Badgett and

Planning For Profit In A 


Would you bet your life’s 
savings on a single roll of 
the dice? Probably not, Sup- 
pose someone offered you the 
opportunity to roll a pair of 
dice with the stipulation that 
you can choose your winn- 
ing numbers 2, 3, 4, 10, ll, 
and 12 for your winning num- 
bers, or 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9, 
In other words, if you choose 
the first group and then roll 
8, you loose. Which group 
would youchoose? 

A snap judgement would 
probably lead you to pick the 
group with the most num- 
bers--the first group, How- 
ever, if you had previously 
considered the choice, you 
would choose the second group 
(5,6,7,8,9) because you are 
twice as likely to win with 
this smaller group, Further 
analysis of the situation re- 
veals the reason why, Num- 
bers like 2 and 12 can be 
rolled in only one way (1 & 
1 or 6&6) while numbers like 
6, 7 and 8 can be rolled in 
several ways, For instance, 
the number 7 can be rolled 
with any of three combina- 
tions of 4 & 3, 5 & 2, or 
6 & 1, The probability of 
your rolling one of the num- 
bers in the first group is 
one-third while your chances 
of winning by rolling a num- 
ber in the second group is 
two-thirds,

PLANT CARE 
Are your planning to 
transplant shrubs soon? If 
so, keep these points in 
mind. Pruning at trans- 
planting time is very im- 
portant, The root system 
has been reduced in trans- 
planting; therefore, the top 
of the plant should be ba- 
lanced with tne root system 
by removing one-third to 
one-half of the foliage, 
This can be done without 
. altering the shape of the 
plant by removing some of 
the canes or stems deep 
into the plant and heading 
back some of the remain- 
ing canes, 

If there is a need for 
heavy pruning, now is a 
good time to get this job 
completed, Try to prune 
broadleaf evergreens from 
the center as much as pos- 
sible. This will allow light 
and air down into the plant 
and will force growth from 
the bottom which will give 
a more compact plant, This 
type of plant is more de- 
sirable and gives our home 
grounds a more pleasing 
effect,

The Alabama state 1 rvo~ 
pers investigated 176 rural 
traffic accidents statewide

Finding staff for drug abuse 
programs isca difficult but 
critical part of any drug pro- 
gram. Good staffers are found 
to be: dedicated and selfless; 
flexible; aware of their own 
fragile humanity, but strong 
enough to use it in someone 
else’s behalf; trustworthy; 
able to laugh even when life 
is full of tears; and able to 
make contact with people on 
a one-to-one basis, 

They must look past the im- 


mediate symptom to the cause, 
They must be objective, ana- 
lytical and thoroughly pro- 
fessional. And finally, a staff 
cannot give up. The man or 
woman, who comes to a crisis 
center and other treatment 
programs, has all but given 
up, and it is up to the staff to 
restore the courage to try 
again. 

No such single staffer com- 
bines all of the skills. Instead, 
a staff should be assembled 
that combines these qualities, 
that offers a collective re-
